Although the works included cover a wide range of topics, they all have 
one thing in common: they're good books that students and teachers alike 
enjoy. 

Of course, no single book is right for everyone or every purpose, 
so inclusion in this booklist is not necessarily an endorsement from NCTE.

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Foreword: Why Read? 



When I was a little kid I never read outside of the classroom. Except for 
comic books. G.l. Joe. Superman. The Heap. In sixth grade I even had a 
subscription to Bugs Bunny, I thought that wisecracking rabbit was the 
funniest thing. Still do. 

In eleventh grade, on one college application, I was asked to list 
three books I'd read recently. I could list only two: The Adventures of Robin 
Hood and Kon-Tiki, the account of an explorer's voyage by raft across the 
Pacific Ocean. I remember liking those two books, especially Kon-Tiki, but 
if I had the itch to read more, plowing through Silas Mamer in English 
class cured me. 

Even in college, except for the obligatory Catcher in the Rye and Lord 
of the Flies, I rarely read beyond course requirements. And now here I 
am— the kid who didn't read books— writing them. 

What happened? 

I think it had something to do with baseball. Back in my comic book 
days, my ambition was to be a major league shortstop. But after tenth 
grade my batting average went down, my strikeout totals went up, and 
I started shopping around for something else to become. 

Biologist, Navy pilot, reporter, lawyer — I toyed with them all be- 
fore finally settling on writer. But still I did not read. Until graduate 
school, when my old interest in baseball took a peculiar turn. The Natu- 
ral a novel by Bernard Malamud, was recommended to me. I read it, and 
was stunned at the power of the story to draw me into the game as thor- 
oughly as putting on a Little League uniform once had. I discovered that 
a book could be more than a course requirement or a time-killer. I dis- 
covered that reading need not be a passive non-activity, such as napping, 
but that it is an authentic experience in and of itself, as exercising as danc- 
ing, as crunchy as biting into an apple. 

And best, I made the happy discovery that during those years of 
my search for a vocational identity, I had in fact been something all along: 
a reader. I possessed the only two credentials needed: I knew how to read, 
and I enjoyed it. For whatever reason, I simply hadn't done it. 

And now 1 began to consider what I had missed. How many bor- 
ing hours had I spent wondering what to do? How many excited im- 
pulses—for exotic adventure, for mystery, for knowledge— had withered 
and died between my ears? How much richer might my life have been 
had I spent less time with TV Guide and more with the card catalog? 
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Finally, I began to read. 
And write. 

And when I got around to writing about a character named Ma- 
niac Magee, I saw a chance to re-do my own kidhood. 1 made Maniac as 
good at baseball as I wished I had been. I made him a pitcher's night- 
mare. But that wasn't all. When I walked Maniac up to the plate in Chap- 
ter 7 to face the iearsome McNab, I did what I had never done the first 
time around: I put a bat in one hand — and a book in the other.

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Introduction 



There is no single activity which will have a more lasting, positive effect 
on your life than reading. Regardless of your plans for the future, or what 
you think you may be doing after graduation, reading can play an inte- 
gral part. Architects and engineers have to read specifications; histori- 
ans need to read primary accounts. Nurses and physicians must read 
descriptions of illnesses and treatments; athletes read game plans and 
strategic analyses. Computer scientists read manuals; teachers read books 
in their field. Artists of all kinds read, as do scientists and journalists and 
technicians. Reading is also important to your personal life, and whether 
your private interest is poetry, romance, cyberspace, Formula One rac- 
ing, vampires, baseball, or the history of the Russian republics, books can 
inform, entertain, and elevate. Books are, in all their many manifestations, 
a universe of the mind, and all of us who selected and reviewed the many 
books represented in this volume invite you to browse, savor, and read. 

As you look through this book, you will note that it is arranged in 
chapters according to topic, and each chapter contains brief descriptions 
or annotations of books related to that subject area, such as "Science Fic- 
tion" or "Dating and Sexual Awareness/ 7 The books are listed alphabeti- 
cally according to the author's or editor's last name. Each entry also lists 
the publisher, the number of pages, the International Standard Book 
Number (ISBN), and wnether a book is fiction or nonfiction. 

Most of the books listed in this volume were published between 
1990 and 1994; all are quality works that we hope you will like. In total, 
we have selected over 1,000 books to recommend to you. One hundred 
fifty-seven of these books— on a range of subjects and culled from other 
chapters in Books for Yon— are repeated in the chapter called 
"Multicultural Themes/ 7 We hope that this arrangement allows you to 
see the diversity of works represented in this booklist and to locate more 
easily books that have a multicultural focus. 

If you are looking for books by a particular author, look for his or 
her name in the Author Index at the back of the book. If you are looking 
for a certain title, check for it in the Title Index. If you are hunting for 
books on a particular topic, first check the list of chapter titles on the 
Contents pages for a general rundown of topics. If you are searching for 
a specific topic, such as AIDS, polar bears, the Gulf War, or slavery, look 
for that topic in the Subject Index. To aid you in finding a particular book, 
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each book listed in the booklist has been assigned an annotation num- 
ber, and the three indexes list entries by annotation number. The full 
names and ordering addresses of the many publishers who generously 
donated their books for us to read and review are listed in the Directory 
of Publishers at the back of the book. 

We, the people who read and reviewed these books, are teachers 
and librarians and, most importantly, readers. We have worked hard on 
this project for three years, but it has been a true labor of love. More than 
anything, we want you to enjoy reading as we do and to use this booklist 
to find books that you feel are worthwhile to read. As you can see from 
the dedication at the beginning of this volume, our work is for people, 
like yourself, who read and love books. Through this 1995 edition of Books 
for You, we send our best wishes for happy reading.

Lesley is an intelligent, wealthy, pretty, and popular Jewish girl 
living a comfortable life in Canada. But after an extravagant party 
celebrating her fourteenth birthday, her life takes some dramatic 
turns. It all starts when Lesley's father tells her the family is mov- 
ing to Israel, a country at war with its Arab neighbors. Lesley at 
first refuses to go, but she has no choice. Relations with her par- 
ents become strained when she has to leave her friends and home, 
learn a new and difficult language, adjust to living in a kibbutz 
with other Israeli teenagers, and survive the Six-Day War of 1967.

Lupita's nickname is "Manana" because she always thinks life 
will be better tomorrow.

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must take desperate steps to survive. The only way to get money 
is for Lupita and her brother to leave Mexico and work in the 
United States. Sneaking across the border, however, is dangerous 
and difficult, and they risk imprisonment or death in trying.

Qing, Sumiko, and Te fight their individual struggles, growing 
up in oppression and fear. Qing's wealthy family loses its power 
and possessions when the Communists take over China in the late 
1940s; her parents and her brother Te leave her behind when they 
flee to Taiwan. There Te learns painfully that the Nationalist Chi- 
nese and the Taiwanese hate and fight each other. In Hawaii, 
Sumiko opposes her mother's desire for her to marry into wealth 
and success. The three end up in America struggling to achieve 
their dreams together. Mature language and situations.

In war-torn Bolivia in the 1930s, Bartolina, an Amarya Indian, ex- 
periences difficulties.

Bartolina's grandmother teaches her many Indian 
superstitions that add to her fears and keep her from making 
friends.

0-684-19439-2. Fiction. 

Marty hates her spoiled younger brother and is unhappy about 
her mother's affair with a preacher, so she looks for any excuse 
not to be at home. Luckily her job at the greyhound kennel occu- 
pies most of her time. One puppy catches her eye, the runt of a 
litter of greyhounds, and she knows the puppy will soon be de- 
stroyed. She manages to save it, names it Windsong, and tries to 
take the puppy home — but she immediately runs into trouble 
because of her brother's allergies. 

2.14 Iwago, Mitsuaki. Whales. Chronicle Books, 1994. ISBN 0-8118- 
0585-9. Nonfiction. 

This unusually designed book piques one's curiosity about 
whales. A short introduction explains that the humpback whales 
portrayed in the book were photographed in three locations — 
southeastern Alaska, the Hawaiian Islands, and the Bonin Islands 
off the coast of Japan — and that the photographs were possible 
only because of the 1966 prohibition on whale hunting. Follow- 
ing are page after page of incredible color photos of the hump- 
back whale — breeching, feeding, migrating, tending its calf. To 
avoid distracting from the impact of these photos, small black- 
and-white duplicate photos with captions are found in the back 
of the book. The unconventional design heightens the reader's 
impression of the humpback whale's magnificence. 

2.15 Knight, Linsay. The Sierra Club Book of Great Mammals. Sierra 
Club Books for Children, 1992. 68 pp. ISBN 0-87156-507-2. Non- 
fiction. 

This overview of mammals introduces the three major groups — 
monotremes, marsupials, and placental mammals — and then pre- 
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sents a history of their evolution, behavior traits, and a list of 
mammals currently endangered. Various types of mammals, from 
oxen to orangutans, donkeys to zebras, and bears to cats, are de- 
scribed in the remainder of the book, with each species accom- 
panied by color photographs or illustrations. Fun facts, such as 
the many uses for an elephant's trunk, the difference between 
roaring and purring in cats, and the explanation of body odor in 
gorillas, make the book a browser's delight. 

2.16 MacQuitty, Miranda. Shark. Photographs by Frank Greenaway 
and Dave King. Alfred A. Knopf/ Dorling Kindersley Books, 1992. 
63 pp. ISBN 0-679-91683-0. Nonfiction. 

Did you know that there are about 375 species of shark, ranging 
in size from 6.5 inches to over 40 feet in length? If you want to 
learn about sharks and their behavior, you will find this book in 
the Eyewitness Books series to be a comprehensive introduction. 
Filled with numerous color photographs, the book reveals differ- 
ent species of sharks in their natural environments and dispels 
common misconceptions about them. 

2.17 Monson, A. M. The Deer Stand. Lothrop, Lee and Shepard Books, 
1992. 171 pp. ISBN 0-688-11057-6, Fiction, 

For citified Bits, having to move up to northern Wisconsin is a 
horrible experience. The quiet is eerie, the kids at school laugh at 
her multipierced ears, and no one wants to be her friend. One af- 
ternoon Bits climbs into a deer stand located on their property, 
sees a deer she names Buck, and sets out to befriend him. Her con- 
tinual food offerings gradually tame him until $he realizes the 
damage she has done to the animal — right before hunting season. 
Bits is frantic as she tries to find a way to save her deer from hunt- 
ers. 

2.18 Newton, David E. Hunting. Franklin Watts/Impact Books, 1992. 
142 pp. ISBN 0-531-13022-3. Nonfiction. 

Thi? book is not a guide to hunting. Rather, it is an overview of 
hunting from its origins as a means for humankind's survival to 
its current status as a sport. In addition to providing historical 
background about hunting traditions in Europe, Asia, and North 
America, author Da\ id E. Newton explores the laws and regula- 
tions currently controlling hunting and details the problems 
involved with poachers. Several chapters provide alternating 
viewpoints between hunters and nonhunters with regard to 
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harassment, wildlife conservation, and ethical issues. Whether 
you are a hunter or a nonhunter, this book is useful for anyone 
interested in animals or the sport of hunting. 

2.19 Paine, Stefani. The World of the Sea Otter. Photographs by Jeff 
Foott. Sierra Club Books, 1993. 132 pp. ISBN 0-87156-546-3. Non- 
fiction. 

The sea otter lives most of its life in the ocean, where its dense 
coat and fastidious grooming provide the buoyancy needed to 
survive. But that luxurious coat also contributed to the animal's 
near demise in the 1700s, when the Aleuts and the Russians 
hunted it almost to extinction. Now that the sea otter is legally 
protected from hunting, its population along the Pacific coast from 
Mexico to Alaska is up to about 150,000 — but that is only half of 
its original number. As the color photos illustrate, the sea otter is 
a playful creature that is content to spend its life eating, diving, 
grooming, and sleeping. These charming animals have returned 
to the coastal waters of California, where those interested in con- 
servation are determined to see these creatures thrive. 

2.20 Peck, Sylvia. Kelsey's Raven. Morrow Junior Books, 1992. 234 pp. 
ISBN 0-688-09583-6. Fiction. 

When Kelsey Martine and her mother hear a strange noise com- 
ing from behind their boarded-up fireplace, they hire Dustin, a 
chimneysweep. Behind the fireplace they discover an injured 
raven, which Kelsey keeps in an aerie, or nest, on their roof while 
taking a class on birds at the museum. A first romance for Kelsey, 
an argument with her best friend Sam, and her mother's even- 
tual engagement to Dustin mark Kelsey's summer, all of which 
are overshadowed by her care for the aging raven. 

2.21 Polikoff, Barbara Garland. Life's a Funny Proposition, Horatio. 
Henry Holt, 1992. 103 pp. ISBN 0-8050-1972-3. Fiction. 

Horatio has had difficulty adjusting to the death of his father and 
his family's subsequent move to a small town. Now his life 
changes again as his grandfather (called O. P. for Old Professor) 
moves in with them, displacing Horatio from his own bedroom. 
But Horatio finds they have a common bond in death as he still 
grieves over his father and O. P grieves for his dog Mollie, who 
dies during a winter storm.

2.22 Richardson, Nan, and Catherine Chermayeff. Wild Babies. 
Chronicle Books, 1994. 80 pp. ISBN 0-8118-0477-1. Nonfiction. 

Wild babies fill many niches within the structure of their species. 
The baby white rhino is fiercely defended by its mother, while a 
baby snow monkey may be offered to an aggressive male as a sign 
to halt the aggression. The dominant ostrich hen ensures that her 
eggs lie in the center of the collective nest, where they have the 
best chance for hatching. Manatee and koala offspring can spend 
up to two years being cared for by their mothers, while other 
wildlife babies, such as male langurs, are driven out of their troop 
within their first year. Other babies featured include hedgehogs, 
lemurs, musk ox, and crocodiles, all of which are raised in 
uniquely individualistic ways, as portrayed in captivating color 
photographs. 

2.23 Sakurai, Atsushi, Yohei Sakamoto, and Fumitoshi Mori (translated 
by Takeshi Shimizu, with Neal M. Teitler). Aquarium Fish of the 
World: The Comprehensive Guide to 650 Species. Chronicle 
Books, 1993. 300 pp. ISBN 0-8118-0269-8. Nonfiction. 

The 650 species of aquarium fish described in this book are di- 
vided among eleven chapters, organized by their fish family. A 
map precedes each chapter to show the normal distribution of 
each fish family and is followed by information on the native sur- 
roundings. Many photos illustrate these aquarium fish and are 
accompanied by notes describing their needs in an aquarium and 
the difficulty in raising and/or breeding them. Readers can imag- 
ine these fish, usually seen only in tanks, swimming in their natu- 
ral habitats of the Amazon River, the Zaire River, or Lake 
Tanganyika, to name just a few spots where they are found. 

2.24 Savage, Candace. Peregrine Falcons. Sierra Club Books, 1992. 
145 pp. ISBN 0-87156-504-8. Nonfiction. 

The peregrine falcon is one of the most wide-ranging birds, as well 
as one of the rarest. Its unusual place at the top of the food pyra- 
mid enables it to serve as a warning signal for the environment. 
Through history, falcons have been tamed and trained to hunt for 
their keepers. In recent years, predatory birds were eradicated to 
allow better sport hunting of game; their numbers were further 
diminished when the use of DDT caused thin-shelled eggs to 
crack before the chicks were hatched. But humans are also respon- 
sible for the peregrines' resurgence through reduction of DDT 
usage and an increase in specialized breeding programs. Gor- 
geous photographs capture the beauty of the bird, from their nest

sites on steep cliffs with their fluffy chicks to their soaring flight, 
feeding habits, use by falconers, and striking plumage. 

2.25 Shachtman, Tom. Driftwhistler: A Story of Daniel au Fond. 
Henry Holt, 1992. 176 pp. ISBN 0-8050-1285-0. Fi 'ion. 

In this third volume of the Daniel au Fond trilogy, the sea lion 
Daniel and his tribe of sea lions finally come to the end of their 
search for a legendary cove called Pacifica, where animals and 
people can coexist. Daniel becomes more of a shaman and even- 
tually a driftwhistler, one who is able to bring unity to the thir- 
teen tribes of sea mammals. Through the thoughts of Daniel and 
his fellow sea lions, the book highlights concern about pollution, 
the exploitation of animals and natural resources, and a need for 
cooperation. 

2.26 Sherlock, Patti. Four of a Kind. Holiday House, 1991. 196 pp. 
ISBN 0-8234-0913-9. Fiction. 

Ever since Andy was a young boy, he has wanted his own team 
of Percheron horses, those big, beautiful draft horses that are of- 
ten seen pulling wagons in commercials. When a neighbor's 
Percheron has twin foals that have to be sold, Andy knows that 
this is his chance to achieve his dream. First he has to convince 
his grandfather, with whom he lives, to buy them, and then he 
has to train them. Andy has inherited his grandfather's stubborn- 
ness and is determined to succeed in this endeavor. When the two 
Percherons are added to his family, the result is "four of a kind."

Terry lives with his single mother in a household that is always 
concerned about money. He sings in the choir partly because his 
mother hopes that one day he will win the annual choir scholar- 
ship and have a chance to escape from poverty by attending col- 
lege. Terry finds a stray border collie and wants to keep it, though 
the family budget does not allow for extras such as dog food. A 
frightening experience while caught in a snowstorm in the moun- 
tains enables Terry to decide what is best for everyone. 

2.28 Smith, Roland. Inside the Zoo Nursery. Photographs by William 
Munoz. Dutton/Cobblehill Books, 1993. 58 pp. ISBN 0-525-65084- 
9. Nonaction. 
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Though zoo nurseries are popular with the public, zoo staff mem- 
bers are happiest when the nursery is empty, for that means the 
young are being raised by their mothers. But if a mother is too 
weak, dies, or has too many babies, zoo nursery personnel are 
prepared to step in and raise the young. Read about Mandy, a 
young baboon rejected by her mother, who spends thirteen 
months in the zoo nursery, where she encounters many other 
animal youngsters, such as baby leopards, cheetahs, kangaroo 
rats, and ostriches.

Working on the set 
design for the Stravinsky opera Rake's Progress made him recon- 
sider space as a function of perspective. Even the copy machine 
gets serious consideration as it influences the way artists create 
in our world today.

Like so much of his writing, Edgar Allan Poe's life was a mixture 
of speculation and mystery. Born to a theatrical mother and a fa- 
ther who played at acting, Poe was orphaned early in his life and 
went to live with the Allans of Richmond, Virginia. How he was 
treated by the Allans is a source of conjecture, as the story varies 
according to which critic tells the tale. This biography relates the 
many jobs Poe held and how he was not always fairly compen- 
sated, the claims of plagiarism against him, the personal life and 
loves of the young man, and the mystery of his early death. 
Whether fact or fantasy conjured by the young Poe himself, his 
story is the sad saga of a man whom life did not treat well. 

5.2 Andronik, Catherine M. Kindred Spirit: A Biography of L. M. 
Montgomery, Creator of Anne of Green Gables. Atheneum, 
1993.

Every year, tourists take the ferry from the Canadian mainland 
to Prince Edward Island to visit a quaint house with green trim. 
It is the birthplace of Lucy Maud Montgomery, author of the much 
loved Anne of Green Gables, This biography reveals the constant 
struggle Montgomery faced living in an era when women were 
not expected to become serious writers. She never gave up her 
dreams, and when she died in 1942, her books were known 
around the world. 

5.3 Archer, Chalmers, Jr. Growing Up Black in Rural Mississippi: 
Memories of a Family, Heritage of a Place. Walker, 1992. 147 pp. 
ISBN 0-8027-1175-8. Nonfiction. 

Chalmers Archer Jr. shares with the reader his life as an African 
American child growing up in the Deep South during the 1940s 
and 1950s. Although he mentions some of the discrimination his 
family faced, he does not dwell upon it. Instead, he focuses on 
his close-knit family and the rich heritage passed on to him. The 
book is filled with family history, legends, and descriptions of a 
lifestyle that has all but disappeared. 
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5.4 Baldwin, Joyce. To Heal the Heart of a Child: Helen Taussig, 
M.D. Walker, 1992. 144 pp. ISBN 0-8027-8167-5. Nonfiction. 

Illustrating the fact that the fight for women's rights is not a new 
one, this biography of Dr. Helen Taussig (1898-1986) explores the 
obstacles she faced in her personal life and professional life. Joyce 
Baldwin has successfully captured the die-hard spirit of a feisty 
lady who fought for the safety of infants suffering from congeni- 
tal heart defects and, in the process, won for herself a distin- 
guished position among many acclaimed doctors. Born to afflu- 
ent parents, Taussig fought against dyslexia, hearing loss, and 
prejudice to ascend to heights few have achieved. At a time when 
women were not admitted to medical schools in this country, 
Helen Taussig defied tradition when she decided upon her career. 
Her long hours of work and her complete devotion to her research 
on "blue babies" netted her the distinction of being a pioneer in 
preserving the lives of hundreds who would otherwise have died. 

5.5 Bentley, Judith. Archbishop Tutu of South Africa. Enslow, 1993.

A combination of the political history of South Africa and the 
personal life of Desmond Tutu, this biography traces the life of 
Tutu and tells of his crusade to show his South African country- 
men the evils of apartheid. Maps of the country and vivid pic- 
tures of inhumane treatment of its citizens illustrate the political 
turmoil that has beset South Africa for years. A product of a reli- 
gious family, Tutu worked as a teacher for a time. Yet when the 
need arose for a priest in his village, he filled the position and 
remained until he was named the first black Archbishop in the 
Anglican Church of South Africa. Tutu's valiant efforts to bring 
harmony among the people of his country won him the 1984 
Nobel Prize for Peace. 

5.6 Bober, Natalie S. Thomas Jefferson: Man on a Mountain. 

Non- 
fiction. 

This thorough tribute to the accomplishments of a great man re- 
counts the political, social, and economic rise of Thomas Jefferson 
from his early years in Shadwell to his death on his beloved moun- 
tain at Monticello.

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prominence as a statesman and a politician, Jefferson's greatest 
pride lay in the role he played in writing the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, in his love for his family and his Monticello, and in the 
construction of the University of Virginia, his "academical vil- 
lage." It is through these three accomplishments that the reader 
is able to see this giant as a real person.

The chance meeting was 
the beginning of a friendship that lasted until Garbo's death in 
1990. Sven Broman's book offers a better understanding of the real

Novelist Betsy Byars's memoirs are warm, amusing, and filled 
with talk about writing and good advice for young writers.

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28, 1986, Christa and six NASA astronauts had barely begun the 
historic spaceflight when the Challenger spacecraft exploded, kill- 
ing all aboard.

However, Jackson discovered he was able to control his soitietimes 
brutal nature through his talents in baseball, football, and track 
and to use these sports to rise above his poverty and problems.

He was able to 
influence other Native Americans because of his eloquence and 
the high esteem in which he was held. Respect for Tecumseh was 
not confined merely to the tribes of the midwestefrn area but ex- 
tended to the white villages as well. As a result of his reputation 
for decency, he was able to gather and to provide information that 
would lead to victory over American friilitary forces who intended 
to annihilate the Native American population in the late 1700s and 
early 1800s.

Historian John Mack Faragher has utilized numerous sources in 
an attempt to separate truth from myth in this biography of fron- 
tier hero Daniel Boone. Starting with the arrival of Boone's father 
in America from England, Faragher traces the childhood years of 
Daniel Boone, beginning with his birth in Pennsylvania in 1734, 
the Boone family affiliation with the Quakers, Boone's own mar- 
riage and family life, and his many hunting trips and land deals, 
some of which caused brushes with the legal system. His heroic 
dealings with Indian nations are highlighted, as is his political 
service in Virginia and Kentucky before he settled in Missouri, 
where he died in 1820. Informative and sometimes comical, the 
book presents an account of the life of Daniel Boone that may be

For a 
time, he was able to keep his pledge, but when he recognized the 
imminent danger of starvation and death for the Cornanches, he 
realized he had to comply with the government. Parker did so, 
but on his own terms, and he became a liaison between his people 
and the white man.

Despite growing up in Cedarville, Illinois, in the 1860s and 1870s 
with all the comforts of life, Jane Addams saw the poverty of cities 
and felt she had to help. After finishing college and traveling to 
Europe, Addams, a frail young woman with a spinal disorder, de- 
cided to live among the impoverished and help them. As a result, 
Hull House, a Chicago settlement home, was established in 1889. 
Here Addams learned to understand the many cultures within 
the city and to instill a sense of worth in those who frequented 
Hull House. Through her unselfishness, Jane Addams began a 
movement for peace throughout the world. 

5.42 Meltzer, Milton. Andrew Jackson and His America. Franklin 
Watts, 1993. 196 pp. ISBN 0-531-11157-1. Nonfiction. 

Frontiersman, Indian fighter, lawyer, politician, and U.S. presi- 
dent — all were jobs held by Andrew Jackson, who began life in a 
simple log cabin in South Carolina in 1767. Jackson became a he- 
roic figure after defeating the British in the Battle of New Orleans. 
From this point he went on to assume a governorship in Florida 
for a short time before returning to Tennessee and Hermitage, his 
, home, claiming ill health. After a stint in the U.S. Senate and af- 
ter losing his first bid for the presidency, Jackson became the sev- 
enth president of the United States in 1829. As aggressive as he 
was, Jackson managed to endear himself to the American public, 
but not always to his political peers. His most memorable deeds 
include elimination of the powers of the Bank of the United States 
and relocation of many Native Americans from their homes to 
points west. After two terms as president, Andrew Jackson re- 
turned to his beloved Hermitage, where he lived until his death 
in 1845.

Be- 
ginning with his father's going off to war in August 1 942 and end- 
ing with the early days of his own retirement in 1991, 
Schwarzkopf speaks candidly of who he is and what the U.S. 
Army is and has been over the years. It is clear that the man and 
the institution share a symbiotic relationship. 

5.54 Sloan, Bill, with Jean Hill. JFK: The Last Dissenting Witness. 

Pelican, 1992. 255 pp. ISBN 0-88289-922-8. Nonfiction. 
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A historical biography relating the controversial death of John F. 
Kennedy, this account of that fateful day on November 22, 1963, 
in Dallas, Texas, is the basis for Oliver Stone's movie JFK. Jean Hill, 
a witness to the shooting of the president, gives an account that 
contradicts the Warren Commission Report and suggests that po- 
litical figures in high positions may have been involved in a sin- 
ister plot to kill Kennedy. Hill poses several points for which she 
contends there is evidence — evidence that the Warren Commis- 
sion chose not to explore in its investigation. 

5.55 Soto, Gary. Living up the Street. Dell, 1992. 167 pp. ISBN 0-440- 
21170-0. Nonfiction. 

To read Living up the Street is to come to know poet and novelist 
Gary Soto, at least in part. From his early childhood days, when 
he and his siblings took delight in teaching their friends to fight, 
to his adult struggles to become a writer, Soto gives the reader an 
honest look at what it was like to grow up as a Mexican Ameri- 
can in the barrio of Fresno. Although it would have been easy to 
focus on the negative, Soto chooses instead to recall incidents and 
relationships that reveal a broad range of emotions — courage, jeal- 
ousy, humor, love, loyalty, deceit, and determination. 

5.56 Sufrin, Mark. Stephen Crane. Atheneum, 1992. 153 pp. ISBN 0- 
689-31669-0. Nonfiction. 

Critic Alfred Kazin once referred to Stephen Crane as the "first 
great tragic figure in the modern American generation/ 7 Mark 
Sufrin's biography of Craae confirms Kazin's assessment. In 1893, 
when he was twenty-two, Crane wrote Maggie: A Girl of the Streets. 
By the time he was twenty-four, he had published The Red Badge 
of Courage, which remains one of the great war novels. Crane 
seemed destined for greatness. Four years later, however, he was 
dead. Crane was quite ill the last year of his life, and by his final 
days, he and his wife lived primarily on money borrowed from 
friends. He had been reduced to writing potboilers in an effort to 
sustain the extravagant lifestyle he and Cora had established. The 
spark of genius he possessed never reached its full potential, and 
Crane died at age twenty-eight.

The author adapted 
Brown's writings to a first-person narrative that vividly describes 
the horrors of slavery and Brown's personal struggles to become 
a free man. 

An American Engineer 
in Stalin's Russia: The Memoirs of Zara Witkin, 1932-1934.

Not only was Zara Witkin a brilliant engineer; he also was an ide- 
alist. It was his idealism that took him to Stalin's Russia in 1932 
with the hope that he could be a part of the great experiment called 
Communism. The corruption of the bureaucrats, their lack of sen- 
sitivity to the suffering of the masses, and his failure to win the 
heart of Russian actress Emma Tsesarskaia disappointed Witkin 
and led to his return to California in 1934.

Despite her shy nature, Ella Fitzgerald managed to overcome tre- 
mendous stumbling blocks to become one of the greatest jazz 
vocalists in the world.

From Corvette number 1, or #E53F001001 / to the present, 
every bit of Corvette trivia seems to be covered: numbers of all 
kinds, prices, detail changes, historical changes, production 
changes. While this is not a book for everyone, it is must reading 
for anyone who has even a passing interest in Corvettes. 

7.2 Bamsey, Ian. The Anatomy and Development of the Sports Pro- 
totype Racing Car. Motorbooks International, 1991. 218 pp. ISBN 
0-87938-586-3. Nonfiction. 

Racing car fan(atic)s will enjoy this book. It begins with a brief 
description of the origin of the sports car prototype — why and 
when it began — and a brief history of the sports car. Also included 
is a discussion of the chassis and engines of sports prototype rac- 
ing cars from the beginning cars through the Jaguar XJR-14, a two- 
seat sports car as technically advanced as the contemporary For- 
mula One car.

Bold photo- 
graphs depict the trains, often with labels to indicate parts and 
purposes. Take a look at Queen Victoria's day carriage, built in 
1869 with maple doors and trim and silk upholstery; see a sus- 
pended monorail in Germany, built in 1901 and still in operation; 
and read about a British steam locomotive that in 1938 set a speed 
record of 126 miles per hour between London and Edinburgh — a 
record that still stands. Not fast enough? Then check out the 
French electric train that set a world speed record of 320 miles per 
hour! 

7.5 Jacobs, David H.,Jr. Engine Detailing. Motorbooks International, 
1992. 160 pp. ISBN 0-87938-610-X. Nonfiction. 

This is a book for anyone who loves cars and wants them to look 
their best. It describes all ranges of detailing, from simple wash- 
ing to in-depth cleaning, including tools, soaps, cleaners, and even 
paints. There are helpful finds for the hot-rodder, the sports car 
lover, the truck enthusiast, or those who want to keep their ev- 
eryday vehicle looking new.

Busy airports are like small cities. They operate twenty-four hours 
a day, 365 days a year, and provide a variety of services for the 
traveler. Besides restaurants, shops, and banks, large airports have 
fire stations, police forces, and medical centers. If you would like 
to find out what goes on behind the scenes, you will find George 
Sullivan's book packed with facts and fascinating tidbits about 
airport design, food service, baggage handling, and animal care.

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8.1 Andrews, William L v editor. The African- American Novel in the 
Age of Reaction: Three Classics. Penguin/ Mentor Books, 1992. 
587 pp. ISBN 0-451-62849-7. Fiction. 

The three classics in this collection are protest novels against the 
South's doctrine of "separate but equal," which governed race re- 
lations following the Civil War. lola Leroy, by Frances E. W. Harper, 
is the story of a light-skinned young woman who discovers at the 
death of her southern planter father that her mother was a former 
slave. Charles W. Chesnutt's The Marrow of Tradition portrays the 
devastating effects of white supremacist politics on a small south- 
ern town. The Sport of the Gods by Paul Lawrence Dunbar tells the 
grim story of a southern black mother, son, and daughter who mi- 
grate to New York City to escape the disgrace they experience 
when the father of the family is falsely charged with robbery and 
sent to the state penitentiary. The themes of these novels are still 
timely today.

In doing so, he created the most in- 
fluential work, even to the present day, on this topic. Aristotle 
divides oratory into three types: deliberative (or political), lau- 
datory, and forensic (or litigious). In addition to proofs by logical 
arguments, Aristotle's book includes proofs of a psychological 
nature — those of emotion and character. The volume ends with 
suggestions for improving the style and composition of speeches. 
Written in the style of a manual, this volume is not easy reading, 
but the persistent reader will gain a deeper understanding of the 
art of persuasion.

Alan Benjamin has adapted this tale of mortality into 
a short and easy-to-read story set in Baghdad, Iran. Roger Essley 
has provided rich, full-page illustrations in color.

Author Neil Grant announces his own purpose and scope: "This 
atlas tells the story of exploration from the earliest travelers of 
the ancient world to modern space voyages." Each topic (Ancient 
Explorers, Viking Voyages, Cook in the South Seas) is presented 
in a two-page section; the centerpiece of each is a clear, scaled 
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map, with route(s) taken and places visited. Additionally, the map 
is flanked by portraits of the travelers, notes on significant events 
and findings, and occasional curios related to the voyage. There 
is also a short, useful section on navigation and navigational aids. 

14.15 Greene, Melissa Fay. Praying for Sheetrock. Addison-Wesley, 
1991. 335 pp. ISBN 0-499-90753-8. Nonfiction. 

Mcintosh County, Georgia, is the setting for this true account of 
a rural southern community in the 1970s. As African American 
citizens struggle to claim their civil rights, politics, lies, and power 
plays all come into focus. Both sides are never what they seem: 
black and white, the heroes often have feet of clay, and the vil- 
lains are not always all that evil. 

14.16 Grissom, Michael Andrew. Southern by the Grace of God. Peli- 
can Books, 1992. 572 pp. ISBN 0-88289-761-6. Nonfiction. 

Originally published in 1988 by the Rebel Press, this book vener- 
ates the Old South culture, traditions, and values that have made 
the American South distinctive. The book is replete with photo- 
graphs and illustrations and contains some maps. The author un- 
abashedly advocates preserving the southern heritage, striving 
to make his case by recounting changes he sees as eroding the 
attitudes and convictions of an earlier era. 

14.17 Hall, B. C., and C. T. Wood. Big Muddy: Down the Mississippi 
through America's Heartland. Photographs by Clarence Hall and 
Rhonda Hall. E. P. Dutton, 1992. 290 pp. ISBN 0-525-93476-6. 
Nonfiction. 

B. C. Hall and C. T. Wood have had a lifelong love affair with the 
Mississippi River. They recount their own travels from the Mis- 
sissippi headwaters at Lake Itaska in Minnesota to the river's 
entry into the Gulf of Mexico at the Louisiana coast; they provide 
a history of early explorers looking for the Northwest Passage, 
pirates, riverboats, Mark Twain, and Native Americans; they dis- 
cuss the influence of the Mississippi on travel, settlement, open- 
ing the West, politics, and the environment. Black-and-white pho- 
tographs support the text in a powerful description of the impor- 
tance of this river in the development of the United States.

In this book in the African- American Experience series, Jacqueline 
Harris discusses the forces that led to the founding of the biracial

the particular individuals involved. She relates the efforts of the 
NAACP to achieve civil rights for African Americans and exam- 
ines the achievements, disappointments, and future directions for 
the organization and its mission.

Have you ever thought about, or even heard about, explorers of 
African or African American heritage?

Short chapters look at the lives of 
Estevanico (who traveled from Mexico into the American South- 
west), Jean Baptiste Point du Sable (founder of Chicago), York (a 
key member of the Lewis and Clark expedition), James 
Beckwourth (mountain man), Matthew Henson (Arctic explorer), 
and astronauts Guion Bluford and Ronald McNair.

This exceptional coverage of the Civil Rights movement of the 
1960s is documented in an interesting, simplified format designed 
for young readers. Thoroughly explained are the attitudes of the 
period, events such as the boycotts, marches, and legal battles, 
and the effects of the movement on American society. Terms are 
defined within the context of each chapter, a time line and pho- 
tographs are provided, and coverage includes stories from activ- 
ists of the period. 

18.13 Senna, Carl. The Black Press and the Struggle for Civil Rights. 

Franklin Watts, 1993. 160 pp. ISBN 0-531-11036-2. Nonfiction. 

Carl Senna reveals the significant role of the black press. In six- 
teen chapters, he carefully explains the varying styles that jour- 
nalists use and the stories they pursue. The main purposes of the 
first black newspaper were to report aspects of the black experi- 
ence and to abolish slavery. This book also documents the varied 
contributions that African American journalists make today. 

18.14 Siegel, Beatrice. Murder on the Highway: The Viola Liuzzo Story. 

Four Winds Press, 1993. 125 pp. ISBN 0-02-782632-5. Nonfiction. 
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Is the United States "One nation, under God . . . with liberty and 
jus i: :e for all"? Beatrice Siegel's account of Viola Liuzzo's tragic 
murder pierces the heart as the reader traces Liuzzo's life and her 
call to fight for civil rights in the 1960s. Members of the Ku Klux 
Klan gunned Liuzzo down as she gave support to the march from 
Selma, Alabama, to Montgomery. Because justice was not for all, 
Liuzzo was moved to act, which cost her her life. 

18.15 Silver, Norman. Python Dance. E. P. Dutton, 1992. 230 pp. ISBN 
0-525-45161-7. Fiction. 

Set in Johannesburg, South Africa, this novel deals with Ruth's 
painful initiation into the world of adults — a world filled with 
prejudices, conflicts, and tough decisions about sex and relation- 
ships. Intrigued by the Python Dance, the Venda tribe's guided 
ritual initiation for girls, sixteen-year-old Ruth goes through a 
python dance of her own to reach maturity. She is forced to face 
the injustices and prejudices that surround her and to accept the 
part her own prejudices played in the death of her mother. 

18.16 Taylor, Mildred D. Mississippi Bridge. Illustrated by Max 
Ginsburg. Bantam/Skylark Books, 1992. 62 pp. ISBN 0-553-15992- 
5. Fiction. 

The authentic events of this poignant story are narrated by ten- 
year-old Jeremy Sims, a white boy who lives in Mississippi in the 
1930s. Jeremy is at the general store when the weekly bus to Jack- 
son arrives. Several black passengers are waiting to ride the bus, 
including the grandmother of Stacey Logan, his neighbor. 
Throughout the day, Jeremy has witnessed many segregation 
practices that have puzzled and sometimes embarrassed him. 
When several white passengers arrive late, the black passengers, 
who have been waiting all day, are forced to give up their seats. 
In a twist of fate, a tragic accident takes place, and the bus never 
makes it to Jackson.

Susan Neiburg Terkel provides a well-balanced view of ethics and 
morals in society and discusses the various historical influences, 
such as religion and tradition, that guide our Western approach 
to making ethical decisions. Ethics is an easy-to-read source of fac- 
tual information when looking for accounts of moral issues in the 
court system, including school prayer, abortion, and other issues. 
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Terkel provides many examples of situations that today's youth 
might encounter. A sense of right and wrong brings about a fair 
resolution and helps individuals make the right decision. 

18.18 Williams, Michael. Crocodile Burning. Dutton/Lodestar Books, 
1992. 198 pp. ISBN 0-525-67401-2. Fiction. 

Seraki Mandindi is a high school student growing up in Soweto, 
South Africa. Through him we learn how unrest in the 1980s af- 
£ects his community and family. Seraki's brother has been impris- 
oned, there is strife among his mother, father, and uncle, and there 
are gangs controlling the streets. In the midst of this, Seraki gets 
a part in a South African play that depicts the injustices suffered 
by South Africans and that calls for a deliverance from the old 
ways that hinder them. To Seraki's surprise, the play is taken to 
Broadway. Even though he leaves South Africa for New York, 
Seraki does not escape many of the old practices that faced him 
in his homeland. The novel contains historically correct incidents 
that add to the realism of the plot. It is rich in symbolism and the 
vernacular of South Africa.

Drifted: Women's Strategic Use of Humor. Penguin, 1991. 223 
pp. ISBN 0-14-016835-4. NonfictioH. 

Making a fairly thorough examination of and comparison be- 
tween male and female humor, Regina Barreca probes the reasons 
why some comedians' jokes provoke laughter from audiences and 
others do not. Further, she offers suggestions to women about 
how to respond to comments that hint at both overt and covert 
sexual harassment. The sometimes frank, "earthy" language of 
this book makes it more suitable for mature readers. 

19.2 Bauer, Joan. Squashed. Delacorte Press, 1992. 194 pp. ISBN 0-385- 
30793-1. Fiction. 

Abounding in humor, this novel captures a young girl's ability 
to recognize her own flaws while setting no limitations on the pos- 
sibility for achieving what often seems to be against all odds. 
Ellie, about twenty pounds overweight, has two goals: to shed 
pounds in order to attract Wes, a newcomer in town, and to grow 
a giant pumpkin to dethrone the pompous Cyril Pool, who has 
always captured the top prize for his pumpkins at the Rock River 
Pumpkin Weigh-in. With Wes's help, Elli. is able to accomplish 
at least one of her goals despite numerous obstacles (including 
the weather and pumpkin thieves) and to discover that people 
are not always judged by outward appearances.

This book gathers the Outknd cartoons of Berkeley Breathed into 
a compilation that ranges from his earliest drawings to his more 
mature creations. Unlike his continuing strip Bloom County, each 
Outland cartoon segment is complete unto itself and offers satiri- 
cal commentary on a variety of ordinary aspects of society. Be- 
cause of the maturity of its themes, the cartoon segments would 
probably best be appreciated by older readers.

The bold caricatures and the brief explanations preceding each 
section of cartoons help readers understand the current problems 
facing this country and the world. The collection includes almost 
every aspect of life that touched the American people in 1991— 
from homelessness to hunger, from economics to politics, from 
education to environment, from war to peace initiatives, plus 
much, much more. Charles Brooks's presentation of these edito- 
rial cartoons could be a boon to high school students' knowledge 
of the world in which they live.

Delightfully witty, this brief narrative packs a big punch as it tack- 
les the serious problem of dyslexia, or reading disabilities. In the 
story, the vicar seems doomed forever after a long bout with dys- 
lexic blunders before his congregation; however, he eventually 
finds the help he needs. Roald Dahl's simple and humorous ap- 
proach to the subject makes this an appealing story, while read- 
ers also become aware of dyslexia in our society and the assis- 
tance that is available. Quentin Blake's humorous illustrations 
further attract the reader to this tale of a disorder that has hin- 
dered so many.

Despite wanting to remain in Bradleyville with his mother and 
his friends, young Gabriel agrees to go to California when his 
father lands a month-long job with a movie studio. His father 
writes and illustrates children's books; now, after many years of 
trying, he has a chance to prove his worth. Initially, fourteen-year- 
old Gabriel is embarrassed by his father's work, but with the help 
of a new friend, he gradually begins to see his life, and his father, 
in a different light.

Paul remembers a significant year- 
in his teenage life when he becomes best friends with Jennifer 
Wolupopski, gets into a fight with John Quinn, and recounts other 
experiences during his year in Travis, New York.

What's 
a white elephant? This book gives the origins of these and nearly 
850 other colorful terms. Remember the yellow ribbons on homes 
honoring the soldiers in the Gulf War? This book proposes a few 
origins, including a 1973 song. Another suggestion traces the ori- 
gin back to the Civil War, when Union soldiers would leave yel- 
low kerchiefs for their sweethearts as a remembrance. 

21.2 Freeman, Morton S. Hue and Cry and Humble Pie: The Stories 
behind the Words.

Because the language 
of Heas is often connected by topic, the book is structured by the 
following chapters: the arts, literature, religion, philosophy, logic 
and reasoning, critical thinking, anthropology and linguistics, so- 
ciology, psychology, economics, and political science.

The title of this book is only partially accurate in that Michael 
Pearson travels to six locales that are real enough: the regions most 
closely associated with writers Robert Frost, William Faulkner, 
Flannery O'Connor, Ernest Hemingway, John Steinbeck, and 
Mark Twain. Twain's Hannibal today is not that much like the 3t. 
Joe of the novels, but the other places — despite some unavoid- 
able changes and occasional commercialization — strongly remind 
Pearson (and us) of the places we have come to know through 
the works of their most famous residents; and the people Pearson 
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finds along the way bear strong resemblances to the characters 
that each writer made familiar to his or hei readers. Overall, this 
literary odyssey shows us how real are the worlds of our most 
powerful literature and how firmly grounded in truth and obser- 
vation is bur best regional literature. A strong secondary theme 
is that America's classic literature is regional, yet universal.

Another in the Troll Survival series, this handbook begins with 
some self-assessment tests. After a brief chapter on aids to build- 
ing a better vocabulary (such as mnemonic devices and different 
kinds of dictionaries), more extensive chapters cover prefixes, 
roots, synonyms and antonyms, word histories, and foreign 
words. The book concludes with short chapters on "Wosds Of- 
ten Confused/' a pronunciation guide, and spelling hints.

Troll Associates, 1992. Ill pp. ISBN 0-8167-2456-3. Nonfiction. 

This brief book in the Troll Survival series is patterned after other 
grammar handbooks or reference manuals. The chapters cover the 
parts of speech and the parts of a sentence, a few common prob- 
lems (such as when to use who/which/that and them/these/those), 
tricky verbs, ''words that are often confused/ 7 punctuation, and 
capitalization.

This book 
traces the struggle from former slave Frederick Douglass to 
Marcus Garvey, Martin Luther King Jr., and Malcolm X, four re- 
markable leaders.

Nevertheless, the 
Negro leagues lifted the spirits of countless black people through- 
out segregated America and gave them hope. Here is the infor- 
mative, inspiring story of such exceptional athletes as Andrew

details the hardships they faced as well as the accomplishments 
they achieved. When Jackie Robinson and other great athletes 
broke into the major leagues in the late 1940s, the Negro leagues 
collapsed, but their place in history will be remembered and ad- 
mired.

In the fall of 1963, a young man growing up in Alabama comes 
face to face with the reality of racial inequality in America. Issac 
Stone confronts the tragedy of the racially motivated bombing of 
his church and then has to find a way to respond. Influenced by 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. and his doctrine of nonviolence, Issac 
tries to face the attitudes of others and to change them. The ob- 
jections of his father make Issac's struggle personal as well as 
political.

The Shawnee chief Tecumseh proved himself a valiant leader 
early in his life. Skilled as a hunter and a warrior, he nevertheless 
opposed cruel torture of other humane, even captives, and dem- 
onstrated that disdain by taking a strong stand against such bru- 
tal acts that the Shawnee customarily inflicted. He was able to 
influence other Native Americans because of his eloquence and 
the high esteem in which he was held. Respect for Tecumseh was 
not confined merely to the tribes of the midwestern area but 
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extended xo the white villages as well As a result of his reputa- 
tion for decency, he was able to gather and to provide informa- 
tion that would lead to victory over American military forces who 
intended to annihilate the Native American population in the late 
1700s and early 1800s.

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obtain their allegiance to the United States. One member of the 
expedition was Joseph Dix^n, who had built his photographic 
reputation on the posed, idealized Indian photos. But to the dis- 
may of the Bureau of Indian Affairs, someone else on the expedi- 
tion was recording more accurate portrayals that showed Native 
American poverty, shabby living conditions, and affinity for al- 
cohol, and was sending these photographs to an eastern news- 
paper. Two views of Native Americans are presented in this book, 
one based on their actual situation and the other based on an ide- 
alized fiction the government wanted shown.

At 
the insistence of Grant's aunt and her best friend, Jefferson's 
mother, the reluctant teacher visits the condemned man every 
week before his imminent execution. Jefferson, however, is angry 
and unresponsive. Can Grant help him learn the most important 
lesson before dying?

This is the story of hundreds of black baseball players who played 
thousands of exciting games before sellout crowds prior to the in- 
tegration of major league baseball. Robert Gardner and Dennis 
Shortelle report on what life was like in the Negro baseball leagues 
that flourished before Jackie Robinson broke the color barrier in 
the late 1940s. This book is not about how many games were won 
by Satchel Paige or how many home runs were slammed by Josh 
Gibson. Rather, it is about baseball players who were banned from 
major league baseball because of the color of their skin. They 
played because they loved the game and wanted to keep the path 
open for those who eventually broke the barrier that had divided 
professional baseball into black and white leagues for half a cen- 
tury. 

22.37 Garland, Sherry. Shadow of the Dragon. Harcourt Brace, 1993.

Danny Vo faces many problems caused by his Vietnamese heri- 
tage. At age sixteen, he wants to fit in with his American friends, 
but his grandmother tries to raise him in a traditional Vietnam- 
ese home. When his cousin, Sang Le, joins the family, many prob- 
lems arise both inside and outside the home. This book reveals 
the difficulties and prejudices faced by a family trying to survive 
in a foreign culture.

A multitalented African American man born in the late nineteenth 
century, Paul Robeson overcame innumerable odds to become a 
successful athlete, singer, and actor. His accomplishments did not 
come easily, but his outspoken nature enabled him to express a 
keen belief in his own ability in a society that did not recognize 
equality for all. Through his father's encouragement and his per- 
sonal drive, Paul Robeson was able to attend college and law 
school. Later he expanded his careers to include the theater and 
the concert circuit. For a time he enjoyed fame and respect, but 
when he voiced opinions that many in this country viewed as "un- 
American/' he was branded as a Communist. When Robeson 
would not soften his position, his passport was canceled, prevent- 
ing him from traveling outside the United States. Years later the 
Supreme Court reversed the passport decision, and Robeson con- 
tinued his foreign concerts.

There are, however, 
other southern writers equally distinct, vibrant, and authentic — 
the black southern voices. This collection of works by twentieth- 
century black writers includes both established authors, such as 
Richard Wright, John Killens, Maya Angelou, and Alice Childress, 
and many emerging writers. The selections cover a broad spec- 
trum, but the central theme throughout is the struggle for free- 
dom, equality, and humaneness. This volume provides readers 
with a clearer vision of the total southern literary tradition.

Written as a tribute to her husband and as an inspiration to young

this biography, Coretta Scott King gives detailed accounts of the 
threats, the marches, the sit-ins, and the numerous jaili/igs that 
her husband endured, along with the personal fears and other 
emotions that she and the family suffered. A lengthy description 
of the preparations for and the execution of the 1963 March on 
Washington, D.C., is given, as is attention to the King family and 
friends who assisted in the gallant effort to end racial discrimi- 
nation and oppression in the United States. King's account is a 
commendable effort to recall her husband's accomplishments, but 
her narrative frequently becomes rather verbose and tiring, es- 
pecially for young readers.

The African American experiences of the 1960s and 1970s are 
graphically illustrated in this collection of twenty-three plays by 
both famous (Imamu Amiri Baraka, Langston Hughes) and less 
well known (Errol Hill, Ron Zuber) playwrights. Drawing from 
personal experience, the playwrights convey with harsh realism 
the voices of anger, pride, oppression, confrontation, honesty, and 
sometimes even humor. The plays vary in length, and several can 
be read in one sitting.

A daring story of a brave young Comanche chief who vowed to 
fight the white man for Indian land, this tale of valor and stark 
determination is a classic example of the struggle between the 
Native American's love for the land and the white man's desire 
for expansion. Born to a white mother and an Indian father and 
reared in the ways of the Comanche, Quanah Parker pledged to 
uphold the Comanche lifestyle and traditions and to resist the 
government's plan to confine his people to reservations. For a 
time, he was able to keep his pledge, but when he recognized the 
imminent danger of starvation and death for the Comanches, he 
realized he had to comply with the government.. Parker did so, 
but on his own terms, and he became a liaison between his people 
and the white man.

In 1633, sixteen-year-old Rebekah joins her missionary father in 
the newly established Puritan settlement in New England.

As time passes, Rebekah 
begins to question whether the "savages" she has been sent to 
save need to be saved at all. This book addresses the important 
question of whether one group has the right to judge others and 
force them to conform to a different way of life.

This easy- 
to-read reference provides background information about the 
featured performers and a synopsis of each screenplay. Author 
Andrea Staskowski presents a history of movie musicals, from the 
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introduction of The Jazz Singer in 1927 to musicals of the 1970s, 
that parallels the general trends found in society during this pe- 
riod. For those interested in further viewing, a brief listing of 
musical films available on home video is given. 

25.20 Voigt, Cynthia. Orfe, Atheneum, 1992. 120 pp. ISBN 0-689-31771- 
9. Fiction. 

Living in the world of commercial music is tough, and Orf e shows 
us just how tough it is. She starts out life after high school using 
her musical talent playing on street corners for money thrown into 
a hat. After she puts together her band, the group begins playing 
real club dates. All of Orfe's dreams are put into the songs she ' 
writes — including her dream of marrying Yuri, a drug addict. 

25.21 Werner, Vivian. Petrouchka: The Story of the Ballet, Illustrated 
by John Collier. Viking, 1992. 29 pp. ISBN 0-670-83607-9. Fiction. 

Petrouchka, the Russian version of the English Punch, was cho- 
sen by Igor Stravinsky to retell the story of the Butter Week Fairs 
in St. Petersburg that occur before Lent. Petrouchka is symbolic 
of the turmoil in Russia and the problems of being a human be- 
ing. This story of the puppet's love for the ballerina features com- 
pelling paintings by John Collier. 
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26 Poetry 

26.1 Behn, Robin, and Chase Twichell, editors. The Practice of Poetry: 
Writing Exercises from Poets Who Teach. HarperCollins/Harper 
Perennial Books, 1992. 299 pp. ISBN 0-06-271507-0. 

So you are a would-be poet who has run dry. Pick up this book 
and discover nearly a hundred detailed and highly helpful exer- 
cises suggested and explained by professional poets who are also 
teachers (Rita Dove, Theodore Weiss, Daniel Halpern, and Stanley 
Plumly, among others). The exercises are arranged topically: get- 
ting started, using the unconscious, developing image and meta- 
phor, voice, technical matters (such as sound, rhythm, structure), 
revision, and writer's block. The contributors frequently refer to 
or provide sample poems, and a twenty-one-page appendix gives 
a generous bibliographical guide to published works referred to 
in the text. A second appendix gives both sources of poetry books 
and extensive contributors' notes. This sophisticated book is best 
used by advanced students, but some of the exercises can be 
adapted for the beginner. 

26.2 Bernos de Gasztold, Carmen (translated by Rumer Godden). 
Prayers from the Ark. Illustrated by Barry Moser. Viking 1992. 
71 pp. ISBN 0-670-84496-9. 

This is a newly published selection from the original best-seller 
of the same name. Written by a French nun almost fifty years ago, 
these poems are "Catholic in origin but catholic also in the sense 
that they are for everyone." In these thirteen short monologues, 
Noah and twelve creatures address self-revelatory prayers to God 
that are unique, unsentimental, and totally honest. The color il- 
lustrations by Barry Moser are equally bold complements to the 
poems themselves. 

26.3 Bierhorst, John, editor. Lightning inside You, and Other Native 
American Riddles. Illustrated by Louise Brierley William Mor- 
row, 1992. 104 pp. ISBN 0-688-09582-8. 

John Bierhorst's collection of 120 riddles — plus an eleven-page in- 
troductory essay — gives us quite an insight into the Native Ameri- 
can mind and into the subjects that Naiive Americans considered 
important enough for riddles. We are accustomed to treating 
Anglo Saxon riddles as literature; these examples from North, 
Central, and South American tribes are equally intriguing. And 
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for those who do not consider riddles as poetry, remember that 
most riddles are pure metaphor. 

26.4 Birmingham Museums and Art Gallery. A Little Book of English 
Verse. Chronicle Books, 1993. 59 pp. ISBN 0-8118-0532-8. 

One-half of this pocket-sized book consists of twenty-seven son- 
nets and brief lyrics, almost all among the most quoted and most 
memorized in the English language. The authors range from 
Michael Drayton to W. H. Davies and Edward Thomas, with a 
heavy emphasis on the Romantics. The other half of the book 
consists of poems and facing-page illustrations from the Birming- 
ham Museums and Art Gallery. The illustrations, generally lush 
and romantic, are beautifully apropos of the poems with which 
they are matched. 

26.5 Chappell, Fred. C: Poems. Louisiana State University Press, 1993. 
52 pp. ISBN 0-8071-1784-6. 

The title C signifies that the volume contains 100 poems, and yes, 
they are short ones. A very few are translations; most are origi- 
nal marvels of compression and poetic ease with highly varied 
subjects. Fred Chappell mingles bits of wit in epigram form with 
prayers and dinnertime graces with pithy advice from an imagi- 
nary sex manual. The variety of tones is equally wide-ranging. 
Whichever poem you read, you will find a blend of wit and in- 
tellect with accomplished use of language and meter. This is some 
of the most disciplined writing of recent years. 

26.6 Cronyn, George W., editor. American Indian Poetry: An Anthol- 
ogy of Songs and Chants. Fawcett /Columbine Books, 1991. 294 
pp. ISBN 0-449-90670-1. 

This book, first published in 1918, remains one of the most com- 
plete collections of Native American poetry. It contains both trans- 
lations (more literal renderings) and interpretations in separate 
sections. The translations, which occupy more than half the book, 
are arranged by region, then by type; the interpretations are ar- 
ranged by collector's name. Kenneth Lincoln's foreword is diffi- 
cult going but says some interesting things about the history of 
America's interest in Native American literature. Mary Austin's 
new introduction argues that the songs and chants demand to be 
sung and danced and are not really intended for nor suitable for 
"eye" reading. 

26.7 Day, Aidan, editor. Alfred Lord Tennyson: Selected Poems. Pen- 
guin Books, 1991. 376 pp. ISBN 0-14-044545-5. 
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Anyone who has lost a talented friend in youth will find "In Me- 
moriam," Tennyson's elegy on the death of Arthur Hallam, a 
deeply comforting and cathartic experience. In addition, this vol- 
ume contains one other long work, "Maud/ 7 and many very read- 
able short poems. The clear, smooth, melodious lines of 
Tennyson's poetry make it ideal for oral reading. Well-known 
poems ir. this collection also include "The Lady of Shalott," 
"Ulysses," "Break, Break, Break/ 7 "The Charge of the Light Bri- 
gade," and "Crossing the Bar." Tennyson's deft portrayals of the 
deeply human traits of both heroes and common folk make him 
a poet for all ages. 

26.8 Dove, Rita. Thomas and Beulah. Carnegie-Mellon University 
Press, 1986. 79 pp. ISBN 0-88748-020-9. 

One is tempted to call this book one long poem in many parts, 
rather than a collection of poems. Individually, the poems focus 
on moments in the lives of Rita Dove's grandparents; collectively, 
they narrate and highlight those two lives, and it is collectively 
that they gain a strength and richness that they would lack as short 
individual poems. Sometimes a later poem recalls an image or line 
from an earlier one; sometimes the earlier piece is not even fully 
understood until the later piece clarifies it. To aid the reader, Dove 
includes a short chronology of key events in her grandparents' 
lives. 

26.9 Dunn, Sara, and Alan Scholefield, editors. Poetry for the Earth. 
Fawcett/Columbine Books, 1992. 247 pp. ISBN 0-449-90559-3. 

This is a rich and broad collection: from the Roman poet Horace 
to Amy Clampitt; from Japan to the United States; from haiku to 
three-page lyrics; from rhapsodic elegy to poems of fear and de- 
spair. The more than 200 poems are grouped by mood and atti- 
tude into sections, such as Celebration, Loss, Anger. It is not a po- 
litical collection per se; rather, the editors chose "to re-emphasize 
the concept of environment as constant and contiguous, not a 
bundle of issues' but something all of us experience." The lengthy 
introduction explains the selection criteria and offers brief, valu- 
able comments on the history of nature poetry — comments that 
often add fruitful insights into both individual poems and poetic 
movements. The volume also includes brief biographical notes on 
the poets included. 

26.10 Feelings, Tom. Soul Looks Back in Wonder. Illustrated by Tom 
Feelings. Dial Books, 1993. 33 pp. ISBN 0-8037-1001-1. 
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This is an interesting and beautiful book, emphasizing the beauty 
and creativity of blackness in both painting and poetry. Tom Feel- 
ings first did a series of strong paintings of young African Afri- 
cans, then called upon writers such as Margaret Walker, Maya 
Angelou, and Walter Dean Myers to contribute short poems to 
accompany each painting. One poem by Langston Hughes, done 
years ago for a Feelings poster, appears here for the first time in a 
book. The illustrations are uniformly superb, the poems a little 
less so, but a number of them are of high merit and could well 
stand alone. This volume should appeal to readers spanning many 
years, reaching well down into the grades.

26.11 Fleischman. Paul. Joyful Noise: Poems for Two Voices. Illustrated 
by Eric Beddows. HarperCollins/Harper Trophy/Charlotte 
Zolotow Books, 1992. 44 pp. ISBN 0-06-021853-3. 

Paul Fleischman's earlier I Am Phoenix: Poems for Two Voices gave 
us two-voice poems about birds, spoken by birds. This new vol- 
ume provides duets about insects, spoken by insects. Subjects 
range from grasshoppers to a chrysalis becoming a butterfly; 
moods vary from joyous to sad, from meditative to whimsical.

26 12 Groves, Ruth V., editor. 301 Favorite Poems: Old and New. Ruth 
V. Groves, 1992. 322 pp. ISBN 0-9634199-0-0. 

If you have ever wanted a one-volume collection of the old stan- 
dards, or if you have ever had a line of poetry running around in 
your head and have been unable to find its source, then this may 
be the book for you. The editor (as well as publisher), a former 
teacher with decades of experience, has put together an anthol- 
ogy of poems that worked for her— not so much the "great" po- 
ems as the "useful." Her taste leans toward poems with pro- 
nounced moral or patriotic themes, with rhyme, and with meter. 
Appendixes include a brief glossary of poetic terms and short 
biographies of the poets. 

26 13 Harvey, Anne, editor. Shades of Green. Illustrated by John 
Lawrence. Greenwillow Books, 1991. 192 pp. ISBN 0-688-10890-3. 

Sometimes we need to be reminded of how our own roots are 
sunk deep in nature, and this is the book to do it. Anne Harvey's 
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rich collection of nature-related poems takes us on a journey 
through the countryside and celebrates every green and growing 
thing. Almost 200 poems— most of them British, with a smatter- 
ing from the United States, Asia, and other locales — capture var- 
ied moods and visions of nature, but in the main, their tones are 
hopeful and optimistic. You will find many traditional friends 
among these poems and a few modern surprises as well. First 
published in Great Britain, 1991. 

26.14 Jin, Ha. Between Silences: A Voice from China. University of 
Chicago Press, 1990. 79 pp. ISBN 0-226-39986-9. 

Between the ages of fourteen and nineteen, Ha Jin (real name, 
Xuefei Jin) served in the People's Army of China during the Cul- 
tural Revolution of the 1960s. These poems, written originally in 
English and published while Ha Jin was a graduate student in the 
United States, personalize and reveal that turmoil through a va- 
riety of personae and voices. A few speak of love and friendship; 
more speak of heartbreak and horror. We meet children going off 
to war, such as the young volunteer (perhaps the poet himself) 
who feared the Russians: "We decided to go to the army/ for we 
did not want to be roasted at home/ like little pigs/' We hear the 
voice of the calloused general calmly telling how he took care of 
possible enemy agents in his squad: "I did not bother to find them 
out./ I just shot the few persons I suspected/' Once or twice the 
language is mature, but all of the poems are crystal-clear, under- 
stated, and very, very powerful. 

26.15 Johnson, James Weldon. Lift Every Voice and Sing. Illustrated by 
Elizabeth Catlett. Walker, 1993. 34 pp. ISBN 0-8027-8250-7. 

This is a short book of many parts. It opens with two pages of 
introductory material by author Jim Haskins on the composition 
of the anthem by African American poet James Weldon Johnson, 
plus biographical notes on the Johnson brothers and illustrator 
Elizabeth Catlett. The complete text of the song follows, spread 
over twelve pages facing Catlett's dramatic linocuts, which were 
created as a totally separate project more than forty years after 
the song. Closing the book is a page reproducing Catlett's origi- 
nal caption for each linocut and the complete sheet music. The 
heart of the book, Johnson's words and Catlett's powerful images, 
so completely complement each other that they seem to have been 
created simultaneously.

Notable 1994 Children's Trade Books in the Field of Social Studies 
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26.16 Kumin, Maxine. Looking for Luck. W. W. Norton, 1992. 94 pp. 
ISBN 0-393-03085-7. 

By now we know what to expect when we begin a new book by 
Maxine Kumin: open, honest, accessible poems; poems with a 
strong narrative quality leading to a twist of insight; poems whose 
difficulties (and they are few) are "experiential rather than tex- 
tual." Kumin's poems speak to the average, nonbookish reader 
without the assistance of a critic with a double handful of theo- 
ries. This collection, her tenth, connects us to her life on her New 
Hampshire farm, her travels, and people she finds interesting. Her 
prefatory poem, "Credo/ 7 both announces her subjects and affirms 
her belief in their importance: "I believe in magic ... in living on 
grateful terms with the earth ... the thrust to go on." By the time 
we finish this book, we have experienced (to borrow another line) 
the "known astonishment of what has been." 

26.17 Livingston, Myra Cohn, editor. A Time to Talk: Poems of Friend- 
ship. Macmillan/Margaret K. McElderry Books, 1992. 115 pp. 
ISBN 0-689-50558-2. 

Eighty poems, representing several centuries and a variety of 
cultures, show the varied faces of friendship. Many of the selec- 
tions are themselves old friends ("We Real Cool," "The Tele- 
phone," "To Lou Gehrig," and "On the Death of Friends in Child- 
hood"), while other, less familiar choices add their own charm and 
wisdom. Occasionally the editor chooses passages on friendship 
from a longer work: excerpts from Christabel, Medea, The Prelude, 
and As You Like It, among others, add unique perspectives to the 
theme. The middle section (of five thematically arranged sections), 
entitled "Strange Friends, False Friends," really lifts this collec- 
tion out of the ordinary as it surprises the reader with whimsical, 
unexpected, and even embittered looks at friendships strained 
and broken. 

26.18 Longley, Judy. My Journey toward You. Helicon Nine Editions, 
1993. 58 pp. ISBN 0-9627460-5-3. 

Judy Longley shows us that the stuff of real life is the stuff of 
poetry. She opens with "Gauguin and Bonnard" in which French 
painter Pierre Bonnard, unlike his countryman Paul Gauguin, 
stays home and paints pictures of his own wife. She ends with a 
poem about holding a child as they ride a circus elephant: "his 
small body trusts my arm,/ the wide maternal rocking/ toward 
nowhere we've ever been." In between these two, we are at home 
with Longley: with her past, her family, her garden, and especially 
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her dying husband. Most of the pieces, then, are about memory 
that "requires an impulse only the living/ possess/' but the last 
two, "Witness/Clearing Your Study" and "Riding a Circus El- 
ephant," ease toward affirmation and toward the unknown. 

26.19 Marsh, James. From the Heart. Dial Books, 1993. 32 pp. ISBN 0- 
8037-1449-1. 

Think of this book as a collection of offbeat valentines, and you 
won't be far wrong. Fifteen short rhyming poems about love face 
fifteen corresponding illustrations. The verses usually contain 
puns ("happiness ... has brought me down to sighs"), while the 
bright illustrations of animals and plants always manifest a per- 
fect stylized heart. 

26.20 Matthews, William. Selected Poems and Translations, 1969-1991. 
Houghton Mifflin, 1992. 200 pp. ISBN 0-395-63121-1. 

Perhaps because he is less mannered, less flamboyant, less eccen- 
tric than many of his contemporaries, William Matthews is a less 
well known poet, and that's our loss. This collection shows him 
to be a marvelously witty, intelligent, and skilled writer, highly 
accessible, yet full of quirks and turns that make him unique. His 
translations (from Fallon, the Roman poet Martial, and various 
Bulgarian poets) sound so sure and firm that they seem more like 
originals than the usual translations. And his original poems, both 
early and recent, take us on unhurried meditations about our 
world: they are indeed leisurely, narrative, full of rewarding side 
trips, yet always wrapping themselves up with a finely tied knot 
at the end. His language is a heightened vernacular, sometimes 
mature, always right. 

26.21 Meredith, William. Partial Accounts: New and Selected Poems. 
Alfred A. Knopf, 1987. 194 pp. ISBN 0-394-55993-2. 

This book, William Meredith's eighth, won him the Pulitzer Prize 
in 1988, yet he remains curiously unknown. While his first books 
from the 1940s (represented here by ten poems) come across as 
mannered and overly concerned with form, the work of his 
middle and later years is far more interesting and complex, far- 
ranging in subject matter, clear in voice and tone. During those 
decades when so many poets seemed angry and negative, 
Meredith remained refreshingly calm and optimistic, not just 
about the world but about poetry itself: "Poetry makes such things 
happen/ sometimes, as certain people do/ at the right juncture 
of our lives./ Don't knock it; it has called across/ the enchanted 
chasm of love/ resemblances like rescue gear/ 7 
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26.22 Minczeski, John. Gravity. Texas Tech University Press, 1991. 67 pp. 
ISBN 0-89672-267-8. 

Gravity — sometimes you escape it, sometimes you cannot. For 
poet John Minczeski, gravity obviously figures in a number of 
poems dealing with flying and with his father, a flight instructor. 
Sometimes, though, it figures in metaphors for other kinds of free- 
dom: iced-up wings suddenly thaw, a venomous snake moves 
away, a trapped bat escapes. More often, gravity is a metaphor 
for what holds the poet to his family, to events and conflicts he 
could not escape, even to his lost Polish heritage. Minczeski's 
range of topics is wide: grade school book reports, an Elvis im- 
personator, columbines, men plummeting from a dirigible. Al- 
ways, his clear, highly intelligible free verse illuminates both the 
strange and the familiar in our lives. 

26.23 Moon, Pat. Earth Lines: Poems for the Green Age. Greenwillow 
Books, 1991. 63 pp. ISBN 0-688-11853-4. 

At the outset, a book of fifty poems about ecology, vanishing wild- 
life, pollution, hunger, and similar social concerns sounds very 
unappetizing, but Pat Moon is skilled enough and witty enough 
to pull off an acceptable, even entertaining book. Some of the 
poems are good as serious poetry; some are funny; some work 
with ironic, mind-pleasing twists; some are good light-verse 
pieces that can stand comparison with anyone's light verse. 

26.24 Morgan, Robert. Green River: New and Selected Poems. 

Wesleyan University Press, 1991. 88 pp. ISBN 0-8195-1181-1. 

If you think only of novelists and short-story writers when you 
think "southern," think again. The South is producing an increas- 
ing number of fine poets, and Robert Morgan is among them. This 
book pulls together poems from his previous seven books (1969- 
90) plus a number of new poems. His writing is firmly grounded 
in the land and mountains of the South; in its people, their work 
and lore; and in the inner lives of us all. He uses free verse and a 
language that is clear and accessible, yet rich in metaphor and 
craftily turned phrases. 

26.25 Myers, Walter Dean. Brown Angels: An Album of Pictures and 
Verse. HarperCollins, 1993. 36 pp. ISBN 0-06-022918-7. 

Utterly unique, this book is an album of turn-of-the-century 
photos of African American children plus evocative, supportive 
poetry. Walter Dean Myers writes in a variety of styles— some 
poems are reminiscent of jump-rope chants, others of blues

stanzas, still others are supple, delicate lyrics — styles chosen to 
complement the moods of the subjects in the photographs. The 
result is a delightful blend, at times amusing, at times moving, a 
real lesson in artistic judgment.

26.26 Neruda, Pablo (translated by W. S. Merwin). Twenty Love Poems 
and a Song of Despair* Illustrated by Jan Thompson Dicks. 
Chronicle Books, 1993. 79 pp. ISBN 0-8118-0320-1. 

Like Kahlil Gibran's The Prophet, Pablo Neruda's love poems are 
the favorites of youthful admirers, though Neruda's work has 
achieved much higher critical status (including the Nobel Prize 
in 1971). Twenty Love Poems originally appeared in 1924 after cen- 
sorship problems over its sometimes explicit sexuality. This fine 
new translation by W. S. Merwin does not read like the generic 
translation: stilted and wooden, as if done by a computer with a 
thesaurus. The lines are supple, the metaphors genuine, the sur- 
real as off-key as we have any right to expect. The poems are sen- 
sual and earthy; the illustrations likewise are fully revealing at 
times. First published in Chile, 1924. 

26.27 Norris, Pamela, editor. Sound the Deep Waters: Women's Ro- 
mantic Poetry in the Victorian Age* Little, Brown/ Bulfinch Press, 
1992. 120 pp. ISBN 0-8212-1895-6. 

The "angel of the hearth" is a popular term for the Victorian 
woman. According to editor Pamela Norris's introduction, "for 
some women at least the reality was rather differei \\ from the ste- 
reotype." All the poems in this anthology are by women, which 
shows that some indeed escaped the hearth. However, the sub- 
jects and attitudes seen in the poems do little to dispel the stereo- 
type. The forty-eight poems (somewhat arbitrarily divided into 
four exactly equal sections) seldom surprise; rather, almost all are 
mannered, sentimental verse, typically Victorian and Pre- 
Raphaelite. Aside from a few poems by Emily Dickinson and 
Emily Bronte, there is little here of freedom and rebellion. The 
poems deal more with romantic yearnings, love requited and 
unrequited, happy and sad moments amid nature. The facing- 
page illustrations are well-known Pre-Raphaelite paintings — and 
here, too, there is little to show liberated womanhood. First pub- 
lished in Great Britian, 1991. 

26.28 Nye, Naomi Shihab, editor. This Same Sky: A Collection of 
Poems from around the World. Macmillan/Four Winds Press, 
1992. 212 pp. ISBN 0-02-768440-7. 
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If you have ever wanted to see modern poetry from outside the 
Anglo-American mainstream, this collection will show you what 
is going on in poetry around the world. While a handful of the 
poems come from Canada, New Zealand, and Wales and were 
written in English, the others (approximately 120 of them) come 
from more than sixty nations as diverse as Bangladesh, Japan, 
Angola, Syria, Sweden, and Peru. Other than Octavio Paz and 
Pablo Neruda, most contributors are younger poets who are vir- 
tually unknown in the United States. Naomi Shihab Nye includes 
several pages of notes on contributors and a one-page bibliogra- 
phy of contemporary anthologies, many of which will interest 
younger readers.

26.29 O'Grady, Tom, editor. The Hampden-Sydney Poetry Review 
Anthology, 1975-1990. Hampden-Sydney College, 1990. 309 pp. 
ISBN 0-940975-91-X. 

Almost all poetry published today appears in journals with small 
circulations and is seldom seen by students and teachers. Though 
its name may not be widely known, The Hampden-Sydney Poetry 
Review is considered a prestige market by working poets. Contri- 
butions by such notables as May Sarton, A. R. Ammons, Marge 
Piercy, Henry Taylor, X. J. Kennedy, and Howard Moss testify to 
its quality. The more than 250 poems in this collection come from 
all parts of the United States and (in translation) from Europe. Tom 
O'Grady has selected clear, structured free verse that is accessible 
to most readers and that shows a strong interest in idea and sound. 
These are good poems to study, to teach, or just to read for plea- 
sure. 

26.30 Paulos, Martha, editor. Felines: Great Poets on Notorious Cats. 
Illustrated by Martha Paulos. Chronicle Books, 1992. 64 pp. ISBN 
0-8118-0103-9. 

This collection (a sequel to Martha Paulos's Doggerel) reads like a 
"Who's Who" of great poets: from Baudelaire to Dickinson and 
Wilde, from Eliot to Neruda and Tolkien. The poetry— high qual- 
ity and as varied as the poets — ranges from the whimsical to the 
fantastic, from the flattering portrait by Thomas Morley to Don 
Marquis's terrifying tomcat, who "chants the hate of a million 
years / As he swings his snaky tale." Paulos herself provides 
twenty-five linocut illustrations that show her playful imagina- 
tion. 
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26.31 Seay, James. The Light as They Found It William Morrow/Quill 
Paperbacks, 1990. 70 pp. ISBN 0-688-08932-1. 

Henry Taylor once said of his own poetry, "I look long and hard 
at something that doesn't move much." The same is not quite true 
of James Seay. The things he looks at — near accidents, postcards 
from his grandparents, Chuck Berry, Elvis, cheese, and an old bed 
that causes strange dreams — these things hold still, but the poet's 
mind never does. In an unique blend of narrative mediation and 
occasionally mature language, Seay explores not just the things 
themselves but their associations and implications, and how he 
relates to it all. When he recalls the combination of a cottonmouth, 
an Angus bull, a redwing blackbird, and himself, he asks what is 
his "possible distinction" from the others. That's what this book 
is about. 

26.32 Simic, Charles. The World Doesn't End: Prose Poems. Harcourt 
Brace Jovanovich, 1989. 74 pp. ISBN 0-15-198575-8. 

The short short story and the prose poem are both growing fads 
of the past several years. That Charles Simic won the Pulitzer Prize 
for this collection of very short prose pieces (few are more than 
half a page) may indicate that the movement has surprising 
strength, though Simic's work is virtually unique in several re- 
spects. His poems are surreal and quite obscure at times, yet oc- 
casionally some strike the reader as funny, poignant, or ironic. 
Even so, their obscurity makes it difficult to see their relationship, 
how one poem in the collection plays off against another. The 
opening section seems to have more unity and appears to be based 
on Simic's childhood experiences in wartime Yugoslavia. After 
this section, however, the poems grow more and more obscure, 
and analysis becomes more difficult.

26.33 Stephens, Mariflo, editor. Some Say Tomato. Northwood Press, 
1993. 70 pp. ISBN 0-9638892-0-6. 

There are collections of love poems, sports poems, and nature 
poems — why not a collection of tomato poems? All the poems 
collected here are about tomatoes or refer to tomatoes or celebrate 
tomatoes, or ever so slightly allude to tomatoes. The resulting 
harvest is richer than you might imagine. Contributors range from 
the editor's children to Rita Dove, William Stafford, and Maxine 
Kumin. There is even a song lyric by John McCutcheon and Si 
Kahn. Readers will be amused by tomatoes seen as "harlots/ 
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flaunting their bulging roundness/ in skin-tight bright covers," 
stricken by lines like "on freezer shelves ice crystals form, pink 
as froth on the lips of the drowned/ 7 and surprised at how such 
an unlikely premise has yielded such good results overall. 

26.34 Strand, Mark. Selected Poems. Alfred A. Knopf, 1990. 152 pp. 
ISBN 0-679-73301-9. 

Culled from his first six books, these poems form a solid, broad 
introduction to the work of our fourth poet laureate, Mark Strand. 
He is an original: he likes to tease, to pl<*y games with your mind, 
to show you a paradox and then take it away, or show you sim- 
plicity and then prove it is a paradox. He writes with deceptive 
clarity and a quirky personal sense of the strange, the absurd, the 
ironic, and the humorous in his life. You will find some poems 
difficult, others with mature language, but keep reading— Strand 
will make you look at your own life hvnew and startling ways 
and show you that poetry is not all physical detail and descrip- 
tion: for him, it's the thought that counts. 

26.35 Strand, Mark, editor. The Best American Poetry, 1991. 
Macmillan/Collier Books, 1991. 326 pp. ISBN 0-02-069844-5. 

What is modern poetry? This anthology provides an answer. Mark 
Strand, former poet laureate, collected seventy-five poems from 
lerding magazines and journals across the country and supple- 
mented them with nearly fifty pages of "Contributors 7 Notes and 
Comments." The result is both an interesting sampling of very 
contemporary poetry and a " Who's Who" of modern poets. The 
poems themselves do not represent a true cross section of what 
is being published today. Reflecting Strand's personal taste, they 
lean toward the academic tradition, and their style, language, and 
allusions make them less than accessible to the general reader. 
However, the serious, mature student or teacher of poetry will 
find them rewarding. 

26.36 Tate, James. Selected Poems. Wesleyan University Press, 1991. 
239 pp. ISBN 0-8195-1192-7. 

For thirty years, James Tate has been writing poems in an almost 
patented style: short, puzzling lyrics that dare you to understand 
them. His images are frequently highly personal, sometimes bi- 
zarre, and even surrealistic at times. Tate is fond of the vignette 
and epiphany but usually gives his reader only the bare-bones 
moment without developing it for emotion or clarification. His 
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real strength is sound — even the most obscure poems have a 
haunting musicality that encourages rereading.

Henry Taylor, himself a superb poet with a Pulitzer Prize to his 
credit, is also a fine critic, what colleague Dana Gioia calls a "prac- 
tical critic" — that is, he has no special theoretical ax to grind, no 
hard-to-understand literary theory to explain. Rather, he takes us 
to the poem itself and shows us what is good and likable about 
it, and why we should find it good and likable. This collection 
examines the key poems of seventeen modern poets, including 
May Sarton, William Stafford, Gwendolyn Brooks, and James 
Wright. Discussions of theme are there, but Taylor's special gift 
in these essays is his focus on the "how" — the technical accom- 
plishments of each writer. 

26.38 Turner, Ann. Grass Songs. Illustrated by Barry Moser. Harcourt 
Brace Jovanovich, 1993. 52 pp. ISBN 0-15-136788-4. 

Each year we learn more about the hardships of the westward- 
moving pioneers from the diaries and letters of women who made 
that arduous journey. Ann Turner's intense, gritty poems let us 
hear these women's voices in a very direct, emotional way as they 
meet the many trials and few pleasures of the pioneer experience. 
Most of the seventeen personae are anonymous, but a few named 
speakers are based on real women. Olive Oatman, who preferred 
life with her Indian captors to the world of her Anglo rescuers, is 
an especially memorable character. Barry Moser 's pencil illustra- 
tions, based on real photographs, have an antique feel and beau- 
tifully complement the text. 

26.39 Van Duyn, Mona. Near Changes: Poems. Alfred A. Knopf, 1990. 
70 pp. ISBN 0-394-58444-9. 

Mona Van Duyn is not exactly a household name, nor is she of- 
ten included in high school anthologies. Yet when she won the 
Pulitzer Prize in 1991, she added the last major award to an al- 
ready overwhelming collection. Van Duyn writes about every- 
thing — car washes, genetic experiments on pigs, zinnias — yet 
every poem shows she cares about the world and what happens 
in it. As she say: m one meditative poem, "The Accusation," "no 
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lie can conceal the truth/ That our kind was built to be caring." 
Of the thirty-two poems in this collection, eleven originally ap- 
peared in the Nezv Yorker or Poetry, major publications for the best 
contemporary poetry

What to say about a book that has one gripping, knockout poem 
after another and whose total effect is more powerful than any 
other book of poetry you are likely to find? Andrew was five when 
he drowned, and his mother eventually turned to writing to cope 
with his death. She has produced not a group of maudlin, care- 
lessly sentimental poems but a superbly crafted ensemble that 
communicates with immediate and total clarity. Be warned: Shelly 
Wagner will move you. Beneath the extraordinarily simple and 
concrete language is grief enough to crush, such terrible beauty 
as we can hardly bear, and yet a wise and transcendent healing. 
Like Samuel Taylor Coleridge's Ancient Mariner, she compels us 
to listen^ "Do not walk away from me./ 1 am a mother./ Come 
closer, sit down/ and listen." And her final message is for us to 
grieve and share: "Fear of loss/ and walls of self-protection/ will 
kill me/ long before a broken heart./ I pray,/ let every death/ 
break me so." 

26*41 Wilbur, Richard. New and Collected Poems* Harcourt Brace 
Jovanovich, 1988. 393 pp. ISBN 0-15-165206-6. 

This book won the 1989 Pulitzer Prize, and deservedly so. More 
than any other American poet of the past forty years, Richard 
Wilbur demonstrates the excitement and varied possibilities in 
highly formal verse. This volume (containing his life's poetic work 
excluding the verse translations and his lyrics for the musical 
Candide) shows us poetry in a potato, in " Wyeth's Milk Cans," in 
his objections to the McCarran-Walter Act allowing deportation 
of immigrants and naturalized citizens, in riddles from 
Symphosius, and in the Gaderene swine. Wilbur is not to be 
gulped in large doses but rather sipped and appreciated, a poem, 
or even a stanza or a line, at a time. He is wise, funny, humane — 
and one of the best craftsmen of our time.

Black-and-white illustrations and photographs 
tracing policy from the American Revolution to the Reagan years 
provide perspective for the reader wishing to be informed.

This revised edition treats the problem of child abuse with resnect 
for the victims, calling upon facts and informed observers to con- 
vey the magnitude of this behavior.

I.

Nonfic- 
tion. 

What causes gangs to form? How do they operate? What is their 
impact on society? Why are so many young persons caught up 
in gangs? Why are there so many senseless killings? Sandra 
Gardner explores these questions through interviews with mem- 
bers of several Los Angeles gangs. Black-and-white photographs 
suppoit the text. 

27.8 Greene, Laura Offenhartz. Child Labor: Then and Now. Franklin

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When is youth employment considered child labor? Why should 
child' ~n be allowed to work?

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This collection of essays by a British Indian, now living in Lon- 
don, provides a fresh perspective on the international scene in 
politics and literature during the 1980s. The seventy-five brief 
essays cover a broad range of topics — politics of India, Pakistan, 
Great Britain, and the United States, particularly the effects of race 
and religion on politics; the migrant experience; contemporary 
literature, movies, and television; and censorship of his novel The 
Satanic Verses. In drawing on his roots in India for his art, Salman 
Rushdie is forced to recognize that the imaginative vision is al- 
ways fractured, distorted by personal memory, and that it is im- 
possible to capture the real past, thus his title Imaginary Homelands.

What can be done to assure effective leadership? Why do presi- 
dents have to struggle to assert their authority?

He devotes a chapter each vo Harry Truman, Dwight Eisenhower, 
John Kennedy, Lyndon Johnson, Richard Nixon, Gerald Ford, 
Jimmy Carter, Ronald Reagan, and George Bush.

This book not only addresses the author's struggle to serve his 
country but also presents a vivid account of the experiences of a 
midshipman during four years at the U.S. Naval Academy. Joseph 
Steffan describes his experiences growing up in Minnesota, his 
accomplishments in the classroom and on the track, his discov- 
ery as a 1980s adolescent that he developed good friendships with 
girls but no strong attachments, and his academic and training 
success in Annapolis. Steffan also reveals how abiding by the 
honor code — refusing to deny a rumor about his sexuality — led 
to dismissal from the Naval Academy weeks before he was to 
graduate, and he describes his subsequent efforts to gain justice 
through the legal system.

Two small children from a poor Kentucky mountain farm are left 
in a community of Shakers, a religious group that founded sev- 
eral communities in nineteenth-century America. Life in the 
Shaker village is detailed in the story of Rebecca Blake, who grows 
up to marry a wealthy Englishman, moves to England, but returns 
to Kentucky. 

28.6 Levoy, Myron. Pictures of A.dam. William Morrow/Beech Tree 
Books, 1993. 218 pp. ISBN 0-688-11941-7. Fiction. 

Fourteen-year-old Lisa Daniels's main interest in life is photog- 
raphy, and she is very good at it. When shy Adam Bates is put in 
her science class, she realizes that he is something special — a 
weird, special ed. kid from the hills who claims to be an alien from 
another planet. Lisa befriends Adam and sets out to prove to all 
(her parents included) that he is worth knowing. Her photojour- 
nalism entry of Adam's home, a shack in the hills, wakes up the 
town to conditions nobody should have to endure.

These inspirational sketches demonstrate the importance of love, 
patience, and compassion in the classroom, whether the students 
view themselves as gifted or slow to learn. Those considering a 
career in teaching would enjoy this book.

Many of the characters in this collection of eleven short stories 
by David Wong Louie are Chinese American. His stories deal with 
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. modern-day issues in American life, such as abortion, dating, and 
gay lifestyles. They are witty, surprising, sometimes surreal, and 
meant for the mature reader. 

33.12 Maxwell, William. Billie Dyer, and Other Stories. Penguin/

Although he spent forty years as a fiction editor at the New Yorker, 
it is not New York City but Lincoln, Illinois, that serves as the 
setting for the seven stories in this collection by William Maxwell. 
Whether he is writing about the love of a group of fifth graders 
for a young teacher who ultimately dies of tuberculosis or about 
dealing with the cruelty that lives just beneath the surface in each 
of us, Maxwell is an engaging writer. It is difficult to come to know 
his characters without coming to know oneself somewhat better.

Fic- 
tion. 

Gary Soto, Langston Hughes, Grace Paley, and others offer insight 
into the cultural differences of many youth growing up in 
America. While readers can learn something about what it means 
to be Latino, Asian, African American, or Jewish in America, they 
are also likely to be struck by the universal needs of the charac- 
ters — the need to belong, to have friends, and to achieve goals. 

33.14 Miller, John, and Genevieve Anderson, editors. Chicago Stories: 
Tales of the City. Chronicle Books, 1993. 241 pp. ISBN 0-8118-0164- 
0. 

Not only is Chicago "the Windy City" or the "City of the Big 
Shoulders," as poet Carl Sandburg states, but it is also a city of 
wonderful stories by authors such as Saul Bellow, Maya Angelou, 
Langston Hughes, Studs Terkel, and Mike Royko. Race relations, 
the 1968 Democratic Convention, baseball, and Al Capone are but 
a few of the subjects addressed in this collection of short fiction 
and nonfiction works,

This collection of twelve stories captures the lives and spirit of 
the Puerto Rican immigrants who came to New York in search of 
the American dream. From Hector, who must wear his uncle's or- 
ange, pointed-toed shoes to graduation, to the Fernandez family, 
who keep a hen tied to the leg of the kitchen table, the characters 
are real, as is their fight to survive.

This collection of fourteen short stories, as told through the eyes 
of Anne Shirley— now married to Gilbert Blythe and the mother 
of grown-up children— gives the reader a look at life in a small 
Canadian village on Prince Edward Island prior to World War II.

If 
you enjoyed Lucy Maud Montgomery's Anne of Green Gables, you 
are in for a treat reading these stories, which were discovered af- 
ter the author's death. First published in Canada, 1974.

You Think You Are? Stories of Friends and Enemies. Little, 
Brown/Joy Street Books, 1993.

The sixteen stories in this collection, written by such well-known 
authors as Joyce Carol Oates, Richard Peck, and Ray Bradbury, 
provide excellent opportunities to reflect on friendship. Charac- 
ters range from a warm, caring boy in "A Boy and His Dog" to a 
frightening, sinister man in "Where Are You Going, Where Have 
You Been?" It is easy to put the book aside after reading it, but it 
is impossible to forget the characters and their stories. 

33.19 Salisbury, Graham. Blue Skin of the Sea- Delacorte Press, 1992.

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In this collection of stories, the reader will follow Sunny Mindcsa 
as he grows up in a Hawaiian fishing village. In the first story, he 
is seven, motherless, and fighting his fear of the sea, and in the 
eleventh story he is seventeen and fighting for the girl he loves. 
Along the way, Sunny encounters the dangers of the sea (tidal 
waves, moray eels, and tiger sharks) and the dangers on land (bul- 
lies, tourists, and first loves). Yet he survives, watched over by a 
loving father and an extended family of colorful characters.

Always to Remember The Story of the Viet- 
nam Veterans Memorial, Photographs by Jennifer Ashabranner. 
Scholastic, 1992. 97 pp. ISBN 0-590-44590-1. Nonfiction. 

Today's teenagers may be unaware of the unpopularity of the 
Vietnam War and may not realize how surprised veterans were 
at the rapid and widespread support for construction of the Viet- 
nam Veterans Memorial. This is the story of the memorial — the 
man who dreamed it, the young college student who won the 
design competition, and the more than 58,000 men and women 
whose names are inscribed on its panels. It is also the story of the 
people who come — relatives, friends, and others — to touch the 
wall, to leave a message or a remembrance, to weep at the young 
lives lost (the average age of the young men who died in the war 
was nineteen). As author Brent Ashabranner states, "It will make 
us remember that war — any war, any time, any place, however 
necessary and for whatever moral purpose — is about sacrifice and 
sorrow, not about glory and reward."

See the famous and 
the unknown, read excerpts from diaries kept and letters written 
by real participants in the War between the States. The oook is 
organized chronologically by battles, from Fort Sumpter to Sec- 
ond Manassas, Shiloh, Antietam, Chickamauga, Cold Harbor, and 
others, and culminating at Appomattox. In the foreword, Brian 
Pohanka discusses the stage of photographic journalism at the 
time of the war.

But 
teachers are not yet in demand on the frontier, so Mrs. Scott opens 
a restaurant, and the Scott family enters into a new life in a min- 
ing town.

In 1913, wealthy Rodman Wanamaker funded an ex- 
pedition to bring words of peace to Native Americans and to 
obtain their allegiance to the United States. One member of the 
expedition was Joseph Dixon, who had built his photographic 
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reputation on the posed, idealized Indian photos. But to the dis- 
may of the Bureau of Indian Affairs, someone else on the expedi- 
tion was recording more accurate portrayals that showed Native 
American poverty, shabby living conditions, and affinity for al- 
cohol, and was sending these photographs to an eastern news- 
paper. Two views of Native Americans are presented in this book, 
one based on their actual situation and the other based on an ide- 
alized fiction the government wanted shown.

The next day, and many miles away, a sacred 
clown completes his role in a tribal ceremony and is killed. The 
only link between the two murders is a runaway student from 
the mission school whose uncle is the dead sacred clown, but no 
one can locate this student.

Author E. Lisle Reedstrom, an ac- 
complished researcher and noted illustrator, offers a chronologi- 
cal examination of Custer's activities with the 7th Cavalry from 
1867 to his final battle at the Little Bighorn in 1876. Custer's for- 
ays with the 7th Cavalry, which occurred primarily in what is now 
Kansas, Nebraska, and Montana, were designed to protect rail- 
road workers as well as to move Native Americans onto reserva- 
tions.
